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From 1973 to the present, the author has served as the chief consultant in 
the development and adaptation of a program in speaking for grades K-12 for the 
Newport Beach School District in California.* This effort was part of a broad 
StP (Statement of Hducational Principles) project in the entire school district 
in relation to every subject taught. 

In the area of spebch communication, the identification, arrangement, nnd 
function of each unit was written by Dr. Briggs and adopted by the school board 
for the district. The program's clarity, developmental approach, adaptability 
and workability have been recognized as its primary virtues over the past few years. 
Since 1974, the speech program has been implemented in all grades in Newport, 
••'jha' -ral objectives are progressively delineated for P (primary grades), b 
(upper i'.rades). M (middle school), and 11 (high school). The program has been 
received with great success. The author has received national commendation. 
This approach to teaching spcakii.g in grades K-12 has served as n model to several 
OtJ\cr sfhool districts attempting to establish a comprehensive and progressive 
speech program.
